The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reference of Glajch et al. provides for a resorbable phosphate glass implant for 
radiotherapy comprising intercalated nitrogen that has a dissolution rate that is 1000 
times slower than base glass wherein the substitution of the Intercalated nitrogen of 
Glajch et al. for the nitrogen layer of the secondary references provides for a dissolution 
rate that is 20 times slower than base glass.
